At her home in Adams- 
‘ville the broken- hearted mother was de- 
loring the boy’s awful deed. 
‘ Young Lee was captured at 5 o'clock 
yesterday morning at Mabelton, just as 
the posse was about to give up tne pur- 
teuit, 
‘show of fight and no attempt at violence 
Was made by those who had been follow- 
ing him. He was brought to Atlanta on 
the Tallapoosa accommodation and lodged 
in Fulton county jail. 

Miss Suttles was buried in the church- 
yard of Mount Gilead church yesterday 
afternoon. The services were held in-the 
church and began at 2 o'clock. During 
the morning a large number of the friends 
and neighbors of the Suttles family had 
gathered at the home to extend such help 
and sympathy as they could.

Wilt Get $10,000 from Gen- 
eral Education Board for 
Laboratory, 


OFFER IS CONTINGENT 
ON RAISING SIMILAR SUM 


Dr. Wallace Buttrick, Secretary of the 
Board, Closed Details of the 
Splendid Donation by Tele- 
gram Last Night—What 
the Gift Means. 


Provided Atlanta or the state of Georgia 
will raise $10,000, the general educational 
board, of which Dr. Wallace Buttrick is 
secretary, will give the Georgia Schon! of 
Technology $10,000 for the equipment and 
maintenance of an experimental afid 
electrical library. 

This gift makes a total of $29,000 which 
the genera: education board res given in 
the state in the past thirty days and 
comes as the direct result of President 
Lyman Hall’s efforts in behalf of the 
school, 

Some time ago, when the Ogden party 
was touring the touth, President Hall in- 
cueced William H. Baldwin to come to At- 
lanta and visit the Tech. Mr. Paldwin was 
greatly impressed and on his return north 
reported favorably to the board in regard 
to making a provisional donation of $5.900 
with the stipulaticn that $15,000 should 
be raised by local parties. 

Dr. Buttrick Here. 

With this idea in view Dr. Wallace But- 
trick arrived in the city Sunday and !m- 
neciately got ‘in communication with 
President Hall. After a lengthy confer- 
ence, Which culminated last evening, Dr. 
Buttrick became ccnvinced that it would 
be a wise investment for t*e board -to 
give a larger sum and on ensier terms. 
The only hitch wa8S an agreement from 
the board. Dr. Buttrick telegraphed Mr. 
Balawin and received a reply to the ef- 
fect that the iast proposition would 
meet with the board’s approval. 

Al} that is now necessary tc make the 
$10,006 gift effective is the raising of a 
similar sum b: the citizens of Georgia. 

The purpose of the gift, as stated, is to 
cquip an experimental and electric labora- 
tory. Five thoveand dollars will be paid 
in cash and $2,F00 a year for two years. 

Terms Are Easy. 

Considering the terms of a much 
smaller gift recently made to the. Tech- 
nological department cf Tulane universi- 
ty. at New Orleans the gift is an ex- 
ceptionally liberal one. That institution, 
at the suggestion of its president, was 
given $2,000 with | the proviso that it 
raise $13,000. 

In, speaking of the matter last night 
Captajn Hall seid: 

“This gift means more to the institut’on 
Pthan any other gift. 
scientific laboratories of the school on a 
basis which has never been approached 
before. As to plans for raising this 
money, I have no definite ones. All I can 
say is that I am sure Atlarta will not 
let such a splendid opportunity go beg- 
cing. 

“Owing to the lateness of the hour at 
which I learned of the gift, I have not 
had an opportunity .to: communicate the 
fact to the board of trust*es.”’

WEST FEARS WOMEN 
RUIN CHURCH 


Venerable Alabama Minister Stirs General Conference 
by Sensational Protest Against Order of 
Deacofiesses-=Conference Adjourns. 


Dallas, Tex., May 2.—(Spectal.)—On 
the very last day of ffie general -con- 
ference, Dr. Anson West sprang a 
sensation by the @feseritation of a 
strongly worded protest against the in- 
stitution of the order of deaconesses. 

This protest most igorously attack- 
ed the order of déactgesses as being at 
war with the history of protestantism 


generally, and allege} that nowhere in 
the Bible could justification for the cre- 
ation of the order be,found. One of the 
sentences of Dr. West's protest said: 

“Departure from divine order leadg to 
infidelity, anarchy a ruin.”’ 

Many of the delegafes were opposed to 
permitting the prote@& to become a part 
of the record of thegproceedings of the 
general conferente, fut finally it was 
decided to include in the record oh 
the ground “of the $6ng and honorable 
service’ of Dr. Wes§f In the church. 


Dr. West’s Protest. 
The full text of . West's protest is 
as follows: 
‘Respectful prote 
against the action 
ference, now $n sesagon, in providing for 
and instituting an der of deaconesseg 
in the chureh. This act of the general 
conference Is taken without the demand 
of any considerable number of the ad- 
herents of Christianity. The introduc- 
tion of an order of deaconessea in the 
church of God ‘is an innovation contrary 
to the genius of protestantism, and can- 
not possibly tend to its edification, and 
in the nature of the case must be ex- 
tremely embarrassing and altogether 
hurtful, The creating of the order of 
deaconesses provides for no legitimate 
service that eannot be had without it. 
For ages the church wrought success- 
fuly without such am order. 
“The admission one office in the 
church logically a inevitably guaran- 
admission to e other offices and 
to all offices of ealesiastical sort, and 
no longer can youg have the individual 
consecration and e Spontaneous ser- 
vice of the Sarah the Rebecahs, the

Protestant 
Christianity does t belleve in any or- 
der involving the hows of célibacy, 
looking to the esablishment of nunner- 
ies.

He 
brought the loved one from the deatatrap, 
but it was too late. Qhe still breathed, 
but death had set its seal upon her brow. 

This was the record of a tragedy which 
occurred at No 
last evening about 6 o'clock. Tne young 
bride was Mrs. May Chambers, the wife 
of Officer James M. Chambers, of the city 
police force. . 

Four or five months ago James M. 
Chambers led to the marriage altar Miss 
May Smith. He held a position with the 
street railway company and about two 
months ago ne was elected a member of 
the Atlanta police force. @» 

Was Preparing Supper. 

Officer Chambers worked on the police 
force yesterday morning and returned to 
his home in the afternoon. In the even- 
ing Mrs. Chambers began to prepare the 
evening meal. She went from the kitcoen 
to the back porch. 

Years ago when the house was built a 
well was dug under the back porch 40 feet 
deep, and after it had been used a while 
it-was closed up, but was not filled, though 
it was forgotten. The top of the well 
was torn away and the flooring of the 
porch concealed the spot where it had 
once stood. 

When Mrs. Chambers walked upon the 
porch she was humming a low song. She 
stepped ligntly as she went. She passed 
the cupboard. She took another step, and 
then— 

There was acrash. The song died away 
‘and in its place there was the agonized 
scream that sent a thrill through all who 
heard it. 

Was a Death Trap. 

The flooring laid gver the old well had 
become rotten and It gave away. 

Mr. Chambers rushed from his room 
and saw at a glance what had occurred. 
Altnough shaking with fear and dread 
he lost no time in getting into the well. 
He clambered down the slippery sides 
and’ whe soon at the sottom. His young 
wife ley tn the black wafer, unconscious 
and as if dead. He thought he was bear- 
ing in. his arms. her, dead. body whén later 
he was drawn to’ the top witha a rope. 
Before he reached the top he was heard 
to cry out: 

‘There is breath in her body.” 

A few feeble gasps showed that lif 
not yet extinct. It was but a f 
breath, but it was a nope. 

Tenderly she was laid upon the bed and 
physicians sent for. Three hurried to 
the scene. They could give no hope. They 
administered what they could to Save 
her from pain if sne should awake to 
consciousness and that was all they could 
do. .They did not think she could live 
until morning.

OF SOUTHERNERS BEATEN 


Dr. Agnew Says He Is Opposed To 
Holding Out Money Considera- 
tion, and Southern Pres- 
byterians Must Come 
Over on Principle.

New York, May 26.—The Presbyterian 
general assembly at today’s session chose 
Los Angeles, Cal., as the place of next 
meeting.

In the west, 
he said, there were many ministers who 
had come from the southern branch, and 
that favorable action by the assembiy 
would help to bring the two churches 
together.

Thomas Parry, of Wilkins- 
burg, Pa., chairman of the committee, 
took the opposite view. He said it would 
ppen: the door for ministers of other de- 
aominations to come to the Presbyterian 
church and claim the same privileges as

Rev. Dr. Benjamin L. Agnew, of Phila- 
delphia, corresponding secretary of the 
board of ministerial relief, spoke in the 
same vein. He said the result of grant- 
ing the demand of the presbytery of. Los 
Angeles would be that many of the re- 
tired ministers who had always been with 
the Northern Presbyterian church would 
have their already scant allowances cut 
down. 

“When the civil war was closed,” he 
said, ‘I would have been willing to vote 
for the union of the two church. But I 
am, utterly opposed. to holding out any 

‘Woney consideration to win them over. 
When they will come over to us on prin- 
-uple they will have the same privileges 
as our members.”’

| Attorney General Knox Wants State Department To 
Ask for Extradition as Act of Comity, but 
‘Secretary Hay Objects. 


Washington, May 26.—(Special.)—A 
prominent official in a position to know 
gave me today this statement of the 
exact status of affairs in the Greene and 
Gaynor case. How 'to get Messrs. Gay- 
nor and Greene back to the United 
States to stand trial for conspiracy to 
rob the government is still. the im- 
portant problem with which the depart- 
ment of justice is wrestling. 

The department succeeded in effecting 
the arrest of the two fugitives, but the 
proceedings for their extradition remain 
to be conducted. No desire exists to ob- 
tain the xtradition of the men on the 
charge of embezzlement, for they were 
not guilty of embezzlement—in fact, the 
offense of which it is alleged they are 
guilty is not specifically covered by the 
treaty. 

The department of justice desires that 
the state department should ask for the 
surrender of Messrs. Gaynor and Greene 
as an act of comity. The stdte depart- 
ment is averse to making such a re- 
quest. In the first place, it is pointed

CAUCUS WANTED ON CANAL 


Hay Wants Steps Taken To Force 
Bill’s Passage.

MORGAN MAKES A REPORT 


Alabama Senator Opposes Bill Allow- 
ing President To Lelect 
the Canal Route. 


Washington, May 26.—Representative 
Hay, of Virginia, chairman of the demo- 
cratic caucus, .oday issued a call for a 
caucus Wednesday evening next to con- 
sider plans to “force the pasgage of a 
Nicaragua canal bill at this session of 
congress,’’ such being the language of 
the petition on which Mr. Hay issued 
the call, 

Senator Morgan, from the committee 
on isthmian canals, today submitted to 
the senate thé adverse report of that 
committee on Senator Hoar's. bill placing 
the selection of a route for an isthmian 
eanal in the. hands of the president, 
which was authorized last week. The 
committee opposes the bill on the ground 
that it makes no provision for further 
exploration of routes, and leaves ‘the 
president to make a selection upon the 
state of facts already ascertained. It 
also is contended that ‘“‘however safely 
the country may rely on the w%sdem 
and just discretion of the executive, the 
policy is not wise nor safe as a rule of 
government.” 

The report discusses at length the pro- 
tocols with Colombia and Nicaragua ahd 
Costa Rica, and it is stated incidentally 
that former Colembian Minister Silva 
was invited to appear before the com- 
mittee, but declined to do sa. Of. the 
agreements with .Costa’ Rita. and 
Nicaragua it is said that “‘they are 
definite and complete as to the chatac- 
ter an@ scope of, the rights they. have 
agreed to concede to the United Statés,” 
and it is argued that if they are rati- 
fied nothing will be left to do but: to 
complete the details of the arrange- 


.ments necessary to carry the agfee- 


ments into effect. 
mbia is, on the other hand, charged 

with playing for delay. It is charged 
that Colombia does not by her protocol 
propose to sell us the Panama canal 
and railroad property free of all existing 
claims,, concessions and incumbrances, 
but leaves us: to. work out a title with 
the Panama company. The-rreport adds: 

“Colombia is anxious to get rid of the 
Panama Canal Company, wifiout giving 
offense to France, so that she can seize 
and possess all the plant of the canal 
company, all the lands atid houses it 
owns in Panama, including the great 
hospital, the maghine shops and wharves 
at Colon, all the vast machinery in use 
by the canal company, the hospitais and 
the other houses, the palaces built for 
De Lesseps and his son, and become the 
owner of it all, along with the Panama 
railroad, which reverts to her in 1966. 

“If this resolution should be adopted, 
not only would delay -attend the open- 
ing of the canal, but the United States 
will assume obligations to fhe world 
that it will be impossible to keep and 
relations with Colombia that will de- 
prive the canal of all value to the United 
States, and will make it a cause of irri- 
tation thaf must involve the most serious 
consequences.”’ 


STINGING REBUKE TO LODGE 


Administered by the State Senate of 
Massachusetts. 

Boston, Mass., May 26.—(Specia!l.)—Hen- 
ry Cabot Lodge received today in the 
state senate a stingimg rebuke and a 
pointed hint that as a leader in state af- 
fairs he must take a back seat. Lodge 
championed Canadian reciprocity as long 
as he was at the head of the foreign re- 
lations committee. Senator Cullom is 
now the head of that committee and 
Lodge has since been luke-warm on the 
subject dearest to New England repub- 
licans. Last week the state senate, act- 
ing under Lodge’s orders, refused to pass 
resolutions to bea forwarded to congress 
favoring Canadian reciprocity. A howl 
of indignation went up and for policy’s 
sake it was voted to reconsider. Today, 
upon reconsideration, the vote stood 18 to 
11 in favor of the resolution. 

Those high in state and political cir. 
cles say that Lodge is unwilling for Cul- 
lom to get the credit for any legislation 
that will benefit New England constit- 
uents. They cite as proof of this the 
fact that Todge’s influence with Secre- 
tary Hay has resulted in the shelving in 
committee of the Canadian reciprocity 
matter. Today's action of the state sen- 
ate is considered the mgst direct blow 
that body has ever dealt the scholarly 
politician.

Increase of Three Hundred Thousand 
Dollars Not Allowed. 


ATHENS IS GIVEN $100,000

And Rome Increase Stands — An 
Agreement Reached on the 
River-Harbor Bill. 


Washington, May %.—(Special.)—Macon 
will have to be content with a handsome 
addition to. its present public building 
instead of an entirely new building, as 
was provided for in the appropriation of 
$300,000 which the senate voted into the 
public buildings bill. The conferes on 
this bill have agreed upon their report. 
The Macon item as agreed to.carries a 
total appropriation of $156,000, of which 
$31,000 is for the purchase of additional 
land. 

The present building is comparatively 
new and the members of the committee 
of. conference felt that an addition to 
cost $125,000 ought to be sufficient for Ma- 
con’s needs. Under the provisions of this 
conference report, Athens gets the full 
sum of $100,000 asked by Representative 
Howard, and the increase for the pur- 
chase of additional ground at Rome rée- 
mains as put in by the senate. Anniston 
is insured a $75,000 building. There is 
$50,000 to the credit of that city under a 
former appropriation and the senate put 
on the bill an amendment for another 
$25,000. This is retained by the confer- 
ence. 

It is understood that, in the agreement 
that has been reached on the river and 
harbor bill, all of the small amendments 
put on the bili tn the senate remain, the 
only material change -affecting Georgia 
rivers in the least, being a cut-in..the 
amount carried for the Coosa. This, 
however, affects Alabama much more 
than it does Georgia. Th item for the 
maintenance from Rome to lock 4, $35,009,

BAILEY, OF TEXAS, REPLIES 
TO SENATOR GALLINGER 


He Says That Government Has No 
Right To Do Police Work in the 
States — Culberson Recalls 
Negro Burning in 

~ Kansas.

Washington, May 26—During the greater 
part of the senate’s session today Mr. 
Patterson, of Colorado, one of the :i- 
nority members of the Philippine com- 
mittee, occupied the floor in a discussion 
of the Philippine question. He devoted 
much of the time tn justifying the course 
of his newspaper, The Denver News, from 
whose editorials...My-. Foraker, of Ohio, 
duqted severa] dayg, ago. Mr. Patterson 
quoted from the utterances of the paper 
to show that i: consistentiy bad advucat- 
ed the independer-ce of the Filipinos since 
December, 1898, the editorials quoted oy 
Mr. Foraker having been written prior to 
that time. He discussed the whole Philip- 
pine’ question and had not concluded ‘his 
remarks when he yielded the flood for the 
day. Several lively colloquies occurred 
during the speech. ’ 

After some further discussion of the 
Fhilippine question between Mr. Feraker 
and Mr, Hoar, dealing .particularly with 
President .. McKinley's preclamation to 
the Filipinos the bill. was laid.aside for 
the day and sixty-two private pension 
bills were passed. Mr. Gellinger, of New 
sianipshire, offered a resolution providirg 
that the*judicfary committee of the sen- 


| ate should make an investigation into 


the subject of lynchings in the’ United 

States, with a view of, ascertaining 

whether there is any remedy for .them. 
Gallinger Discusses Lynching. 

Mr. Gallinger said he introduced fhe 
resolution in full, view .of.the fact, that 
he might be charged wiih precipitating a 
sectional controversy, .but nothing fur- 
ther was from his,.thoughts. 

He said lynchings were not: confined tu 
the south. Horrible cases had océurred 1n 
che north, and write mren as wel) as 
black had been the Viettms. Throughout 
the country intense interest was mani- 
fested in the subject.’ He thought it tm- 
erative that the judiétary ocmmittes 
should take some action upon the subject. 
During the past ten years 2,658. lynchings 
had occurred in the. [United States. If 
the strong, arm of the law coukd reach 
out to prevent such:cceurrences he deem- 
ed it desirable that #-de so. He had read 
the Associated Press account of the 
burning of a negro in Texas a few days. 
ego. He :aid history did not furnish a 
more flendtsh instance of mob wrath 
and Fox’s book of martyrs was tame in 
comparison. The whole wretched buasi- 
ness, he said, was a disgrace to American 
manhood, and in the light of which the 
alleged atrocities in the Philippines paled 
into insignificance. 

The Spanish inquisition did not furnish 
a case exceeding that one in inhumanity. 
He apprehended thet it would be said 
that the federal government was power- 
less and that the states had exclusive 
jurisdiétion. Ig sc fe désired to know it. 
Public sentiment should be «aroused to 
prevent such inhymat, atrocities. 

They should come to an end and the 
majesty of tae law shduld be vindicated. 
Bailey Replies to Gallinger. 

Mr. Bailey, of Texas’, s2id he’ had no 
idea of being drawn into any sectional 
controversy by the sénator from New 
Hampshire, and he would be willing to 
rave the people judge the men whzyg- per- 
retrate such outrages. He degired, how- 
ever, to discugs the question whether the 
government had, the right to go inte the 
several states and take charge of peace 
and good order. He asked, therefore, that 

the resolution go over. . 

“There can be no objection,’ said Mr. 
Bailey, “to a report from the judiciary 
committee on the subject, because 1 ag 
sure there can be but one conclusion 
reached by that committee.

Captain. McDonald Replies 
to the Allegations Made by 
Corporal O’Brien. 


WOMAN NOT MALTREATED 
BY AMERICAN OFFICERS 


McDonald Also Denies That Officers 
Demeaned Themselves Disgrace- 
fully at a Natiye Dance—He 
Says O’Brien Was a 
Troublesome Soldier. 


Washington, May 2%.—Captain McDon- 
ald, formerly of the Twenty-sixth volun- 
teer infantry, one of the officers accused 
in Corporal O’Brten'’s testimony, was be- 
fore the Philippine eommittee of the sen- 
ate today. He denied all of the allega- 
tions made by O’Brien and said O’Brien 
was on duty elsewhere at the times he 
claimed to have been present. McDonald 
said that American officers had not vio- 
lated a Spanish woman nor other women 
to his knowledge. He also denied the 
statement made by O’Brien .that he (Mc- 
Donald) and a number of other officers 
misbehaved themselves at a native dance. 
He showed that at the time alleged Major 
Cook, one of the officers named, and him- 
self were on duty elsewhere. 

The shooting of bearers of flags of truce 
and the burning of a woman and child 
by his command was another story by 
O’Brien .that ‘he denied. 

Captain McDonald said O’Brien was a 
troublesome soldier from the first. 

Captain McDonaii, who is from 
Charlestown, Mass., said he had no doubt 
that he was the Captain Frederick Mc- 
san ves 9g to .1n Carporal O'Brien's 
testimony. He admitt® having seen the 
water cure administered at Igbaras, but 
asserted that O’Brien was at San Joa- 
quin, 30 mfleg away, at the time. The one 
‘ case’ ws the ofily time he ev@r°-saw the 
water cure administered, 

Denied Outrage Story. 

Senator Lodge: “‘Do you know anythin 
of the violation of the person of.a Spanis 
woman by, American officers, as testified 
to by O”"Brien?” 

Captain McDonald: “No such circum- 
‘stances as that ever occurred at that time 
or any other from the beginning to the 
end of my stay in the Philippines, and 
I have never known of a Spanish woman 
or any other woman being violated by an 
American officer.’’ 

‘The witness went on to say that he 
supposed the woman that O’Brien had 
named in this connection was the wife of 
a son of the mayor of Igbaras. A broth- 
er of the woman’s husband, he said, had 
been made a cripple for life by Montour’s 
band. of ladrones; and the body of the 
husband's father, when he died, had been 
dragged about the streets by Montour 
himself. This woman, he said, had given 
valuable information to Sergeant Davis, 
of his company, concerning the move- 
ment of the insurgents. But the witness 
added that this woman never had been 
maltreated by the Americans. 

Regarding O'Brien's statement that Mc- 
Donald and other officers had demeaned 
themselves disgracefully at a native dance 
at San Joaquin Captain McDonald said: 

“This statement is a deliberate lie 
from beginning to end. Major ‘ook, 
whose name is given as that of one of 
the officers present on that occasjon, 
was on ‘duty at the town of Jaro, 60 
| miles’ distant, at the time the dance is 
| said to have occufred, and I was’ on 
duty. at Migoon.”’ | 


} ~~ Ae Wag.Mot-at the Dance... . 
This dance was said to have occurred 
at the home of the presidente of the town 
of San Joaquin and the rrention of that 
individual brougrt to the mind of Cap- 
tain McDonald an incident which he 
solid, had occurred when he first visited 
the town. The presidente ‘ad invited 
him to breakfast and af-:er he had par- 
ken of that meal ne beoamo violently 
il. A physician pronounced the symp- 
toms to be due to poigoning, but as Bone 
members of the presidente’s family also 
were similarly sick, it was supposed at 
tne time that the poisoning was acci- 
dental and the matter was. dropped.

Captain McDonald denied that he ever 
had struck a prisoner over the head with 
a revolver, as O'Brien had charged. ‘“‘If,”’ 
he said, “a prisondr had not done as or- 
dered f should have shot him instead of 
striking him."”" The witness also testified 
concerning the capture of the barrio of 


La Nog, in connection with which O’Brien 
had said that an unarmed boy, had been 
fired upon by the entire command, that 
three old men, two of them bearing a flag 
of truce, had been shot down, and fhat a 
woman and two children had been burn- 
ed to. death. He-denied all the state- 
ments, but sald it was true that the bar- 
rio had been captured‘and burned. It 
was a stockaded stronghold of ladrones. 
The. Americans occupied the town for 
two. hours and then, after giving ample 
notice of their intensions, set fire to the 
place. - if any person Was burned to 
death, he never had heard“8f the fact.

THREATEN LONDON BUILDINGS? 


Another Famous English bill. 


ing Found To Be Decid- 
edly Shaky, 


BLAME WAS PLACED 
ON THE TUBE RAILWAYS 


it Is Now Admitted Authoritatively 
That the “Old Lady of Thread- 
needle Street’”’ Is on a Rot- 
ten Foundation—Fault 
Not Yerkes’. 


Special Cable. 

London, May 26.—Still another of Lon- 
fon’s most famous buildings—this time 
the proverbially substantial Bank of 
Engiand—has been found to be shaky in 
its underpinnings. 

As in the case of St. Paul’s cathe- 


dral and the churches of St. Bride's 
and Bow, this state of things was 
blamed on the American-built “‘tube”’ 
raflways. 

It was hinted a while ago that the 
“Old Lady of Threadneedle Street’’ was 
beginning to show signs of age, and that 
trouble was not unlikely, Bu: a pompous 
“official denial’’ hushed the matter up 
for the moment. 

It is now stated authoritatively, how- 
ever, that on the side of thé bank near- 
est the Mansion house, the piles which 
support the building’s foundations are so 
rotten that when laborers working on the 
nearby underground railway recently 
teok hold of them, ‘“‘they crumbled away 
like cheese.’”’ 

Only lately. too, an immense crack has 
made its appearance in the wall of 
the bullion room and the experts who 
have been consulted have been unable to 
account for it. 

At the time when the insecure condi- 
tion of St. Paul and the two small:2r 
churches was being considcred it was 
claimed that the burrowings for the new 
Central London underground railway had 
caused the trouble and the projectors of 
cther underground lines were obliged to 
make a larger circuit than they had 
criginally planned around the site of the 
great cathedral. A lot of tunnelling has 
been done near the Bank of England 
within the last two years and the general 
opinion is that this fact is to blame for 
the cracking of the old building’s walis. 
There is another theory, however, name- 
ly, that the Walbrook, the ancient stream 
that for centuries flowed over the site 
which the bank now occupies, and after 
which one of the city streets is named. 
left the ground so soft and peaty that the 
foundations of the heavy building have 
gradually sunk into it. 

The “Old Lady of Threadneedle Street’’ 
is in trouble in another way, too. Some 
fussy neighbor objected to her smoking 
her pipe in the daytime. As the old lady's

Murderous Attack Made on 
Lieut. Humber and Sergt.

ARM OF SERGEANT WALLING

Moro Approached the Men Bearing 
Flag of Truce, Suddenly Used 
His Creese and Then Suc- 
ceeded in Making His 
Escape. 


Manila, May 26.—While Second Lieuten- 
ant Robert C. Humber, of the Tenth in- 
fantry, and Sergeant Walling,, of the 
same regiment, were walking about 6 
miles from Camp Vickers, in Mindanao, 
they perceived a single Moro carrying a 
flag of truce. 

When the native had approached close 
to the Americans he suddenly drew his 
creese and slashed Sergeant Walling, cut- 
ting his arm completely off. Lieutenant 
Humber attempted to shdot the Moro, 
but his revolver missed fire, and the 
native escaped in the tall grass.

PEACE OUTLOOK 
NOT SO HOPEFUL 


Optimistic Feeling in South 
Africa in Regard to Nego- 
tiations Not Justified. 


SOME OF BOER LEADERS 
IN FAVOR OF FIGHTIZG 


Pro-War Element Is Exceedingly Ob- 
stinate—Many Points of Differ- 
ence Are Yet To Be Set- 
tled by the Con- 
ference. 


Pretoria, i%y 2%—The prevalence 
throughout South Africa of the optimistic 
feeling in regard to the peace negotia- 
tion is hardly based upon solid facts. 
The protraction of the conference at 
Vereeniging is not necessarily a hopeful 
sign. The delegates to the conference, 
although they have abandoned their 
hopes of securing independence, still 
have many points of difference with the 
government, while ah obstinate minerity 
continues to regard the resumption of 
hostilities as the best outcome of the 
present situation, and at any moment 
these points of difference may be ac- 
centuated into a refusal to continue the 
negotiations. 

It is most unHkely that those who are 
in favor of peace will throw up the 
sponge s0 long as a decent minority is 
desirous of co*tinuing the struggle, and 
all these dissonant elements must be 
taken into account before it is possible 
to give ‘any Sort of predictics as toa tle 
issue of the present negotiations. 

No Announcement by Balfour. 

London, May 2%.—Those persona 4x- 
pecting a definite announcement regard- 
ing peace in South Afra on the réas- 
semBliing of varliament this afternoon 
were disappointed, as the governor lead- 
er in the house of commons, A. J. Bal- 
four, declined to “‘make any forecast’’ 
as to when the government would Be able 
to make a statement. Better informed 
peopke did not anticipate that the gov- 
ernment would be in a position today to 
give out anything of importance in this 
connection, but possibly gftez tomor- 
row’s cabinet meeting Mr. Balfour may 
be s%le to communicate the eagerly 
awalted news.

Five Men Are Tried and Acquitted at 
: Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, May 26.—Samue] Salter, 
Joseph D. Rogers, Clarence Messrs, 
Harry McCabe and James T. Shechan, 
-who were indicted for ballot box stuffing 
in connection with the election of No- 
vember 7, 1899, were found guiltless by a 
jury in quarter sessions court. today. 
The jury retired at midnight Saturday 
night. 

It was testified that these men entered 
into a conspiracy with Salter to substi- 
Rute strangers for the legal election offi- 
cers in one of the precincts of Saiter’s 
ward and to stuff the ballot box of that 
division with 215 fraudulent votes; to 
return false election reports, and to com- 
mit offenses of a similar nature in other 
wards. George Kirkland, who joined the 
aliegcd repeaters at the instance of a 
local newspaper, exposed the alleged 
conspiracy. 

Warrants were issued for the arrest 
of the five men, who, after entering bail, 
ficd from the state and remained in hid- 
ing for two years.

Detailed, Account of the Birth 
of the Cuban Re- 
public. 


FLAG RAISING PROGRAMME 
MARRED BY AN ACCIDENT 


———— 


Through a Misunderstanding the 
Stars and Stripes Were Lowered 
Before General Wood Ar- 
rived—Cubans Super- 
stitious. 


By S. L. BECKWITH. 

Havana, May 23.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—The Cuban flag waves over Morro 
and Cabana, the ,palace—everywhere— 
and Cuba is a nation with sovereign 
rights. Great Britain has shown her ap- 
preciation of the fact, and rather than 
words of congratulatian, has appointed 
a minister to the new republic, when 
heretofore she has only had a consul. 
France sent her warmest congratula- 
tions, ‘the republics of South America 
likewise, and in the West Indies. Italy 
sent one of her largest war ships, man- 
ned by distinguished officers, to bring 
her greeting and take part in the fes- 
tivities. Al) the world beams welcome 
and approval upon the infant state. Na- 
ture h been most kind likewise, for 
the raifMy season ha# delayed its coming, 
and while many predicted a_ tropical 
down-pour at the critical time, the most 
perfect. weather prevailed. 

The last ten days of the military gov- 
ernment were specially nerve-racking. 
From the military governor down to the 
messengers, every employee was strained 
to the utmost limit to leave nothing un- 
done. Some officers were stil] working 
while the desks and office furniture were 
being removed. One typewriter stood 
at her machine while the men were 
carrying it to the dray, hammering on 
the keys in order to finish a piece of 
work, climbing into the vehicle with it 
and begging grace for a few minutes, 
which the good-humored helpers allowed 
her. It seemed as if the slightest ten- 
sion would snap the nerves of every 
one. 

Monday night the entire palace force 
worked unti] day was breaking over Ca- 
bana heights, and the wearied workers 
crept out in the dawn to snatch a few 
hours’ rest before beginning the momen- 
tous duties awaiting them. 

The city was decked out in. glorious 
array on Tuesday, the 20th of May— 
day consecrated to Cubans by the death 
of Marti, their idol, and likewise the an- 
niversary of the death of Christopher 
Columbus—now counted a glorfous day, 
the one when the beloved land came into 
its own. The world was early astir, 
cannon saluting the; day dawn, bugles. 
piaying, people greeting it in joyful tones. 
yeneral Wood was rushed to the last mo- 
ment, and as he turned for the last time 
from his deskghe picked up the pen which 
he had used for more than two years, 
and with which he had signed his name 
for the iast time as military governor, 
looking at it with much emotion, when 
he ordered it packed and taken away 
with his personal effects. 

Magnificent Presents to Gen. Wood. 

Just before he left his office a delega- 
tion of members of the Centro de Veter- 
anos, headed by Emilio Nunez, governor 
of Havana province, entered and pre- 
sented him with a superb machete, in a 
scabbard inlaid with gold, the hilt adorn- 
ed with his monogram in gold encrusted 
with jewels, the whole being in an eic- 
gant mahogany. case lined with satin. 
Governor Nunez made the presentation 
speech in Spanish, while General Wood 
replied in English. He said in substance 
that with no words to express his thanks, 
he thanked the donors not only in his 
own name, but in that of the  .. 
States, for their kindly feeling; that he 
would cherish it a:l his life among his 
most treasured possessions. 

Gencral and Mrs. Wood have received 
the most magnificent gifts from the peo- 
ple. From the ladies of Havana Mrs. 
Wood received a complete silver toilet 
s°t, containing wash basin, very large, 
with ewer and ail the pieces for. the 
washstand, and likewise for the toliet 
table, including silver scent bottles of 
various sizes. The ladies of the Spanish 
colony presented a set of antique silver, 
nine pieces, ovér 200 years old, with the 
elegant workmanship of the sixteenth 
gentury. Fhe Jai-Lai Company sent her 
a diamond pin and gave General Wood 
a dinner service of silver, ordered from 
Tiffany. The most delicate and beauti- 
ful offering made Mrs. Wood was by a 
Cuban lady who sent her an elegant dia- 
mond ring, a soltaire of unusual size, 
writing her to say that she had not been 
aware that the women of Havana were 
taking steps to make her a present, and 
having contributed nothing, she begged 
her to accept this jewel, a family ring, 
very old, her choicest possession, which 
she gave to Mrs. Wood as a smal! token 
of her gratitude toward the United 
States. Twenty-five thousand do-lars is 
a low estimate of the value in money of 
the gifts of the Cuban people to General 
and Mrs. Wood. The value of the spirit 
which prompted them cannot be esti- 
mated. 

Ceremony of Transfer Impressive. 

The ceremony of transfer of government 
and inauguration of the president and vice 
president, the taking of the oath by the 
members of senate, etc., was very sim- 
ple but impressive. As the space was very 
contracted, being In the red room of the 
palace, only a few people could witness 
it, hut on the outside of the Plaza de 
Armas the sidewalks, in the windows of 
houses, balconies, and on the roofs, there 
were fully 20,000 people. Just before 12 
the staff of the military governor and his 
aides entered, followed by the consular 
corps, all in full emcee very gorgeous, 
the representatives of pan and China 
being conspicuous in their elegant robes. 
These Asiatics filed in and took their 
stand, from which they never moved an 
inch throughout, nor turned their heads— 
a contrast to the excitable, nervous Lat- 
ins, who were In.the majority, and whose 
excitement was uncontrollable. General 
Wood stood near the head of the room 
while the president and vice president 
entered with the senate and house, the 
supreme court justices in their robes, 
the ayunatmiento of Havand, the aicalde, 
governor of the province, and the few un- 
official guests, officers of Brooklyn, 
and @fficers of Italian and English war 
ships in the harbor. 

General Wood in a _ very few words 
transferred the authority he had held 
since December, 1899, delivering to the 
president a letter from the. pr nt of 
tos United States, President reply- 
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ing in a very few words, the chief justice, 
Senor Cruz Perez, administered the oath, 
and all was over. 

Slip Made in the Flag-Raising. 

The handshaking and congratulations 
took only a few minutes and then came 
the hour for the flags to change places. 
Sergeant Kelly and Sergeant Vodrack, of 
Company E, Seventh cavalry, were on the 
balcony. of the palace, the Cuban flag in 
a roll beside them, holding the halyards, 
ready for the signal. 

It had been the intention for General 
Wood anf General Maximo Gomez to low- 
er the Stars and Stripes and raise the 
by some accident, the 
slipping of some of the tackle, the United 
States flag came down while only the 
aides were on the roof. 

The sergeants, seeing the weights de- 
ecend, attached the Cuban flag and start- 
ed it up. It wavered a moment, the long 
folds caught on the railing of the balcony, 
unseen by the sergeants, who pulled lusti- 
ly on the halyards. There was imminent 
danger of the flag being torn when your 
correspondent sprang forward and un- 
wrapped it from ths obstacle, then it rose 
grandly into place, although it was not 
until it was almost at the top of the staff 
that General Wood and General Gomez 
reached the roof. It was entirely an ac- 
cident and no one is to blame, though 
these suspicious Cubans areflikely to 
make capital out of it. But General 
Gomez, of course, understands it, and the 
Cubans are too happy now to be disposed 
to make ill-natured remarks. 

Senator Mason’s Noble Words. 

The rising of the flag on the palace 


was the signal for the American flag to 
come down on all the buildings in the 
city, and, in fact, in the island, therefore, 
hardly had the Cuban flag floated over the 
palace, when simultaneously’ fell Old 
Glory from Morro and Cabana and the 
custom house, postoffice, everywhere, and 
the flag of the single star took thelr 
place. When our flag came down from 
the palace the vast throng of people kept 
perfect silence—many were in tears, Cu- 
bans as well as Americans—and all “ths 
men uncovered, while many women fell 
upon their knees. Your correspondent 
was, weak enough to show emotion. At 
this Senator Mason, of Illinois, who was 
standim@; beside me, ¢gook my hand, gay- 
ing: ; 
“Our flag is far more noble in its 
descent here than in its elevation. 
The United States has kept its word, 
and for the first time in the history 
of the world the flag of a nation has 
embodied the teachings of Jesus of 
Nazareth—mercy and justice and 
generosity toward the weak. I never 
loved and honored my flag as I did 
when I saw it surrender its place te 
the rightful owner.”’ ° 
Words cannot describe the wave of foy 
and enthusiasm of the people when they 
saw their flag in place. Forty-five sa- 
lutes, one for each state in the union,

He says it was a gas explosion ‘and 
not a dust explosion, as has been stated 
by many. Also he says that he has 
found “three or four bad leaks in the ‘old 
Knoxville Iron Company's mine, from 
which gas flows into the Fraterville 
mine,’’ thus confirming his  oftginal 
opinion. He will continue his thorough 
inspection of Fraterville and Thistle 
mines until every foot of their ar@i is 
covered. 

The gas leaks were found about 4,000 
feet, in the Fraterville mine, from the 
entrance. There are holes in the wall of 
the Fraterville mine and an abandoned 
mine of the Knexville Iron Company.

Is Held, Lynching 

j Can’t Be Stopped. 


Valdosta, Ga., May 26.—(Special.)—From 
telegrams received in this city tonight, 
it appears that a wholesale lynching is 
imminent at Adel, 24 miles north of here, 
on the Georgia Southern railway. It Is 
very likely that before the sun rises to- 
morrow morning seven negroes will have 
been strung up. 

W. A. Hyres, marshal of Adel, was shot 
and mortally wounded by a young negro 
whom he attempted to arrest last Thurs- 
fay night. The negro escaped, but was 
captured at Moultrie on Saturday. 

Since ‘his arrest it has developed that 
the negro was the tool of a gang of six 
‘ negro gamblers, who it is said gave him 
$% and a pistol to kill the marshal. 
These negroes are under arrest and the 
people are wrought to a desperate pitch 
of excitement and are clamoring for the 
lives of the gang. 

A telegram was sent to Solicitor Gen- 
eral Thomas, in this city, tonight, signed 
by Mayor C. B. Webb and County Com- 
missioner F. M. Shaw, stating that unless 
positive assurance was given that a spe- 
cial term of Berrien superior court would 
he held to try’ the accused parties it 
would be impossible, they feared, to pre- 
vent the lynching of the negroes. Solic- 
itor Thomas at once informed Governor 
Candler and the county judge of Berrien, 
Judge Hansel and the sheriff, of the state 
of affairs, and will] use every means to 
avert the lynching.

NATION IN COURT ROOM. 
After Quiet Is Restored Judge Felton 
Discharges Jones from the 
County’s Service. 


Macon, Ga., Mey 2%.—(Special.)—Thcre 
was quite an exciting time in the Bibb 
county court room this morning. The ex- 
citement was caused by a difficulty, be- 
tween Deputy Sheriff Tom Jones and a 
regro named Bud Allen. 

The origin of the trouble occurred 
Saturday night, when a negre attempt-d 
to enter the house of Mrs. McCall, when 
she fired at him twice with a pistol an 
frightened him away. 

This morning as Mr. Jones wae in the 
corridor of the court house his brother in 
law pointed out the negro, who happenel 
to be present. Jones asked him what 2x- 
planation he had to offer for his conduct 
Saturday night, when the negro cursed 
him. Mr. Jones struck the negro several 
times before any one could interfere. 

The negro ran down stairs, but soon 
returned with a brick in his nand. Jones 
drew his knife and stabbed the negro in 
the stomach and as the otber cour: offi- 
clals ran forward to separate the men the 
negro broke away and ran into the court 
1001, causing consternation. He ‘inally 
got away and has not been captured. 

After the affair was over Judge Felton 
discharged Joneg from the service of the 
county.

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AIM OF OFFICER 
PROVES DEADLY 


Carl Taylor Shot and Killed 
by Deputy Sheriff Mash- 
~ burn in Quitman, 


LATTER SWORE IN TRIAL 
AGAINST THE DEAD MAN 


It Is Alleged Taylor Had Threatened 
To Kill Mashburn for This—The 
Two Meet and Engage in 
Duel to the Death. 


Quitman, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)—Carl 
Taylor was shot and killed at noon to- 
day by Deputy Sheriff J. H. Mashburn 
just back of the home of the latter. 

Taylor, it’ will be remembered, killed a 
man named Bass about six weeks ago 
at the Plant system bridge, 3 miles from 
Quitman, and was himself fearfully cut 
about the throat and head. He was tried 
for this at the last term of court, a few 
weeks ago, and wag sentenced to the 
penitentiary for two years, but appealed 
the case and was out on bond. 

In this trial Mashburn was a witness 
for the state and it is said that Taylor 
told Mashburn that if he told what he 
knew at the trial he would-kill him, if it 
took all his life. The two men had trou- 
ble some years ago, and since the trial 
Taylor is said to have told a number of 
people that he would settle with Mash- 
burn. 

This morning he came into town and 
told one or two persons that he proposed 
to settle the matter. One merchant re- 
ports that Taylor tried to buy cartridges 
of him and was seen hanging about the 
sheriff's office at the court house and 
later at the South Georgia railway depot, 
which is only a short distance from Mash- 
burn’'s home. After some time he was 
seen to jump off the platform and run 
over to the house of J. W. Oglesby, now 
under construction and the meeting of the 
men was seen, as well as what fol- 
lows: 

Mashburn’s Version Given. 

Mashburn’s story is, in substance, as 
follows: That Taylor had threatened his 
life previous to the trial and he had heard 
from various sources that he was after 
him; that he learned Taylor was in town 
this morning and avoided him by going 
into another office.and, later, when he 
saw him on tne street, by going into a 
lawyer's office, where he stayed for an 
hour. 

When he neared his home he saw the 
head of Taylor, who was behind a barn, 
and shifted his pistol from it’s holster 
to his right hand pocket. Taylor stepped 
out and came up to him, asking what 
he meant by spreading such tales about 
him. Mashburn replied that he had spread 
none. Taylor cursed him, at the same 
time stepping back and throwing his 
hand behind him as though to draw his 
pisté]. Mashburn was quicker and shot 
him in the abdomen. Taylor, by this time, 
had gotten his pistol out and commenc- 
ed shooting. After Mashburn had fired 
three times Taylor turned and commenced 
firing over his shoulder, and both men 
emptied their pistols, after which Taylor 
fell and died almost without a struggle. 

An examination of the body disclosed 
the fact that Mas¥burn had not missed 
@ shot, all five of his bullets having 
Struck their mark. Taylor's pistol was 
found where it had dropped from his hand 
and was empty, with the exception of 
one cartridge that had missed fire. Mash- 
burn states that several bullets narrowly 
missed his head, but he was not touched, 
He used a pistol carrying a .32 winchester 
cartridge and it is believed that the first 
shot which struck Taylor disabled him 
so that he could not control his pistol 
, Mashburn immediately went up town 
and reported what had occurred. His 
Story is fully borne out by the evidence 
s0 far as has been obtained. He ts a 
quiet, law-abicing citizen. — 
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AN EMBRYO RIOT Is. CHECKED 
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Threatened Racial Trouble in Carrol] 


Nipped in the Bud. 

Carrollton, GGa., May 26.—(Special.)— 
Aout 6 o'clock yesterday evening at 
Whitesburg, in the southwestern part of 
this county,.some very Stirring times oc- 
curred. A middle-aged negro named Gabe 
Fisher, living in Whitesburg, was drunk 
on the streets and making a disturbance 
when City Marshal Jock Kidd was order- 
ed to arrest him. Kidd approached him 
on the railroad track near the depot in 
Whitesburg. The negro resisted Kidd 
and walked away, cursing. Kidd armed 
simself with a pistol and started to ar- 
rest the negro again, when he drew a 
knife and attempted to stah Kidd. At 
this point Kidd shot the negro through 
the upper part of the shoulder with a 
heavy Colt’s pistol, inflicting a flesh 
wound of no considerable consequence, 
The negro then sprang upon Kidd and 
wrenched his pistol from him and stab- 
bed Kidd under the left arm. inflicting 
a deep wound some 5 inches long. Kidd's 
wounds were treated and thought very 
severe; yet there is hope for his recovery. 

At this juncture Julius Fisher, a broth- 
er of the wounded negro, became enra red 
and sent his 12-year-old boy for his isto}. 
The boy brought it and, with two pistols 
flourishing, he paraded the streets in 
front of dwellings, terrifying the citizens 
of Whitesburg. Mrs. Dr. W. F. Fridel] 
was said to have been the victim of many 
epithets from the infuriated negro and 
is prostrated from the shock. 

Mayor M. D. Watkins, of Whitesburg, 
failing to get any of the citizens to quell 
the riot and arrest the lawless negroes, 
sent the following telegram to the sher- 
iff here: “Big riot here; come at once 
and bring all help you can."’ Immediate- 
ly Deputy J. P. Webb, accompanied by 
Messts. Joe Lambert, Alvin Stipes, c. P. 
Gordon, J. H. Lacy and Hardy Butler 
started for Whitesburg in vehicles and 
forty-two armed citizens left shortly af- 
ter on a freight train, arriving ten min- 
utes behind the buggies. 

These officers had captured one negro 
and then the posse went to the home of 
Gabe Fisher, the wounded negro, where 
four others were arrested. Considerable 
excitement shrouded Whitesburg for a 
few hours, both among the whites and 
blacks. A!l were arrested and brought 
to Carrollton by those who went in bug- 
gies and lodged in jail last night. 

Everything is quiet at Whitesburg now 
and’ as soon as the result of Kidd's 
wounds can be foretold charges will be 
shaped against the prisoners. When ar- 
rested the wounded negro had the mar- 
ehal’s pistol.

Jackson, Miss., May 26.—(Special.)—The 
railroad officials express satisfaction at 
the action of the Mississippi railroad com- 
mission in postponing action on the reso- 
lution providing for legal proceedings to 
set aside the consolidation of the Mobile 
and Ohio and the Southern railway, and 
it is practically assured that the matter 
will not be again brought before the body, 
although the commission reserves the right 
to take it up at any time in the future.

Pay of Teachers Is Cut. 

At the annual meeting of the board of 
education yesterday, a reduction of 5 per 
cent in the salaries of all teachers in 
the public schdols was ordered, effective 
for the next fall term. This isin keeping 
with the spirit of retrenchment inaugu- 
rated this spring, and applied to every 
department of the city. The police and 
fire departments were cut from 10 to 25 
per cent, and the teachers get off light 
with only a 5 per cent cut. 

The pay roll of the schools 1!s* about 
$12,000 annually, and thus a saving of 
$600 in that department is effected. The 
board of education will in future impose a 
per capita tax of $1 upon every pupf!l in 
the schools at’ both the spring and fall 
terms, by which means $3,000 annually will 
be added to the school fund and much 
of it paid by negroes who now pay not 
a penny of taxes of any kind yet enjoy 
all the privileges of citizenship.

All Plants.in the District Again in 
~ Operation. 


KING MILL GIVES INCREASE 


Raise in Wages of 1 1-2 Per Cent Al- 
lowed in Some Departments. 
Operatives Must . Leave 
Mill’s Houses or Return 

* to Their Work. 


Augusta, Ga., May 26.—(Special.)—After 
experiencing the disadvantages of a strike 
for some time past, the lockout of the 
mills in this section is at last at an end. 

Every one of the lockout mills In the 
Augusta district again started into opera- 
tion this morning. With the exception of 
the King mill, in which the s‘rike had its 
crigin, each of the plants started with a 
full complement of operatives. In the 
King mill there aré now only 460 opera- 
tives, but it ig confidently expected that 
the ful. corps will be secured at once, 
probably tomorrow. 

Ar order nas been issued that all opera- 
tives occupying the houses cf the King 
roill who still refuse to return to work 
must vacate at once. This order is im- 
perative and follows a similar one issued 
ceveral weeks ago.

Standing up for e clear and coura- 
geous discrimination by the cuvlored 
people between the criminal and the 
law-abiding members of their race. 
Such counsel is wise and when the 
leaders of the negroes can succeed 
in making crime and criminals as odi- 
ous as they should be to the race 
withtout respect of color a great stride 
will have been, accomplished in the 
redemption of the reputation of the 
negro as an’element of population 
from the present suspicions and 
odium. 

On the other hand we have before 
us a commentary upon the Pittsburg- 
Atlanta tragedy made by The Chicago 
Tribune. It is one of the few news- 
papers in the north that refuses to 
learn the truth about the negro prob- 
lem and that loses no opportunity to 
inflame the passions of the negroes 
against the people of the south. It 
leaps to,the eager conclusion that the 
hegroes may be learning the virtue 
of the shotgun as a weapon of defense 
against white aggressions and that, 
perhaps, the long-expected “Toussaint 
L’Ouverture of the Black Belt” may 
be about to appear and lead a bloody 
revolution of negroes against white 
Ssuprematy. The Tribune appears to 
gloat ‘over the prospect of such an 
event. And yet what an uncalled far, 
infamous, conclusion to 
draw from a battle between law offi- 
cers and outlaws simply because the 
latter were black men and one of them 
an expert and murderous marksman? 

The Tribune is giving to the negroes 
the most fatal suggestions that-their 
worst enemies could devise. The shot- 
gun is ‘not the savior of any situation 
common between the whites and 
blacks of the south. The appeal to 
it would be the beginning of the end 
of those whom The Tribune would 
like to see take it up. The Tribune 
wishes an end to the hegro that no 
honorable southern white ma’ has 
ever proposed or desires. 

Happily, we repeat, the intelligent 
and progressive men of the negro race 
in the south are more sensible than 
The Tribune and its ilk. They are 
urging the law-abiding negroes to take 
a firm, open stand for law, order and 
peace, and to join with the people at 
large in hearty hatred of crime and 
Swift punishment for criminals of 
whatever race or color. 

In that way they wilk best and soon- 
est elevate the life of the race and gse- 
cure a solution of the problem of mu- 
tual respect and support in good 
works between the whites and the 
blacks.

A Fugacious Reformer. 

One of the always pres2ut problema 
in New York life is the attitude of 
Rev. Dr. Parkhurst toward #he city 
adminfstration. Years ago the rever- 
end doctor assumed the role of an ag- 
gressive reformer of municipal vice 
and incidentally of police relations to 
the rampant crime of Gotham. He not 
only thundered from his pulpit, but he 
roared through the columns of the 
newspapers and got into his slum- 
ming suit and went down to the bor- 
ders and bowels of the city’s hells. 

For a season Dr. Parkhurst’s words 
and revelations of personal investiga- 
tions were the sensation of the town 
and the nation. He succeeded in or- 
ganizing a “society for the suppres- 
sion of vice,” starting a steady sub- 
scription fund for its swpport, and also 
in sending a few scapegoat policemen 
and pariahs to prison. Since then he 
has been the common scold of the me- 
tropolis and its municipal authorities. 

When Tammany was in power there 
was no bitterness too acrid for the 
tips of the doctor’s arrows of anathe- 
ma and now that Mayor Low and a 
reform crowd are in office, by his help, 
he turns upon them and rte nothing 
good in the whole outfit! If we are to 
believe the riotous divine the citizens 
of New York swapped the devil for a 
witch in throwing out Boss Croker and 
taking in the goody-goodies!

His 
premises are golden and his theories 
are enchanting, but when it comes to 
dealing with crime and depravity in 
their lairs and substituting virtue and 
purity in their stead raw human na- 
ture refuses to be coerced or to sur- 
render. The true process of supplant- 
ing long-rooted evils in municipal life 
with conditions of cleanliness and 
civic virtue is one that demands 
statesmanship of the wisest sort. Sen- 
Sational sermons and the denuncia- 
tions of divines in Parthian flight to 
the Jungfrau, a la Parkhurst, will al- 
ways be but futile fusilladesg. 
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A Democratic House Needed.

The Atlanta Riots. 
(From The Macon, Ga., News.) 


The affair in Atlanta, a conflict be- 
tween a desperate negro and his accom- 
plices and a number of officers of the law, 
resembles in its main features the 
Charles affair in New Orleans some 
months ago, says The Mobile Register. 
We do not think the body of the negroes 
has any sympathy with these lawless 
characters, or that there is any general 
importance to be attached to such out- 
breaks. The cities of the south are 
places*of refuge for many of the worth- 
less and vicious negroes, who live in 
dishonest ways, and are for the most 
part criminals. They come in conflict 
with the law officers from time to time, 
and there are very bloody encounters, 
resulting in the blotting out of the 
desperadoes. There can be but this one 
result. We may regard these affairs as 
the natural outcome of certain unsatis- 
factory. conditions; but those conditions 
do not affect the race as a whole, which 
is peaceable, and, as a rule, industrious.

Disposition Will Be Made of Large 
Criminal Docket. 

Brunswick, Ga., May 26,--(Special.— 
The Glynn county superion, court con- 
vened again this morning, and took up 
and disposed of the crimipal docket, 
which was an unusually large one, 

The case of the State v. Henry Blue, 
colored, charged with murder, was the 
first: case taken up. Blue was charged 
with killing another negro on St. Simon 
a few weeks ago, and the case has at- 
tracted much attention: among the col- 
ored inhabitants of that place. 

The case of the. state against Joe 
Story. white, which ocupied most of the 
court's ‘time last week, resulted in a 
mistrial. The jury was out twenty-four 
hours and could not agree. It is under- 
stood that they stood eight in favor of 
acquittal and four in favor of convict- 
ing the man on the offense of involun- 
tary manslaughter. Story will probably 
be tried again next month. 

The new democratic executive commit- 
tee of Glynn county, elected at the pri- 
mary held on May 15, met yesterday and 
perfected organization. F.° E. Twitty 
was reelected chairman and D. W. 
Krauss secretary. Rules were adopted 
to govern the state primary to be held 
in June. 

Judge 8S. C. Atkinson and Rev. D. 
Watacn Winn were selected as delegates 
to the senatorial convention, and H. F. 
duBignon and B. F. Lewis alternates. 
The committee adjourned to meet again 
on June 6, when delegates to the guber- 
natorial convention will be selected.

Atlanta Electrical Dealers Said To Be 
in Big Combine. 


STORY COMES FROM CHICAGO 


Early Gillespie Will Not Talk of Al- 
-jeged Trust, Neither A. F. Giles, 
of General Electric Co. 


A story appeared- in the-Sunday issue 
of The Chicago Record-Herald, as pub- 
lished’ in The Constitution Sunday morn- 
ing, to the effect that an electrical trust 
had been in existence for some time 
which practicaly excluded all small deal- 
ers not members of the association from 
buying supplies, or, if permitted to pur- 
chase them were compelled to pay double 
prices for inferior materials. In the 
course of the item it was stated that the 
Carter & Gillespie Company and the Gen- 
eral Electric Company, of Atlanta, were 
members of the trust, and that practically 
the game cofdttions existed in Atlanta as 
those in Chicago and elsewhere.. 

When seen yesterday, regarding the 
statement in The Chicago Record-Herald 
Early Gillespie stated that so far as the 
alleged connection of the Carter & Gilles- 
ple Company with the trust was concern- 
ed he had nothing whatever to say. He 
declined to state whether his company 
was a member of the firm or not, 

“So far as the smaller dealers who are 
not members of the trust are concerned,’’ 
said Mr. Gillespie, “it would, perhaps, be 
well for me to state that the present con- 
ditions controlling the sale of electrical 
supplies are such that no small dealer 
can possibly complain. A year ago the 
smaller cities of Georgia were depending 
upon this office for the supplies for their 
cotton mills, etc. Now the small deal- 
ers of the towns are controlling this 
trade, buying, of course, from the whole- 
sale dealers. S80, if this Chicago story 
were true it would be impossible for the 
middle man to exist, especially in = the 
small town. Therefore, I am unable to 
see why such a statement could be given 
credence,’ 

A. F. Giles, manager of the General 
Electric Company, of Atlanta, when ask- 
ed regarding the purported trust, refused 
to make any statement whatever as to the 
existence of the trust. When told of Mr. 
Gillespie's statement regarding the small 


dealers he repeated that’ he had nothing 
whatever to say.

Madisonian, Says Black 
Emigration Has Proven 
Beneficial to Morgan 
County. 


The Suckhead district of Morgaf& coun- 
ty and its live and enterprising capital, 
the city of Buckhead, possess -peculidr 
interest just at this time for the student 
of the racial and labor conditions in thea 
strictly agricultural sections of the 
south. 

The crusade of “Pegleg” Williams and 
his confederates upon the farm labor of 
middle and northeast Georgia:tr the fall 
and winter of 1899 will be readily recalled 
by the newspaper reader of that time. 

Morgan county was the scene of con- 
stant operations until nearly three thou- 
sand negroes had been corralled and 
transported to the unthled and undevel- 
oped sections of the west. The methods 
of departure employed by Williams— 
those of covertness, stealthiness, In the 
night and on railway trains—were pecu- 
liarly attractive and fascnating to the 
negro character. 

The closed door, the smokeless chimney, 
and the dogless yard of cabin after 
cabin along our publics thoroughfares 
told the story of ‘‘Peglea’’ and his opera- 
ticns among us. Discouraged over the 
unfavorable crop conditions of 1899 and 
allured by the magical stories of the new 
life in the. west the black man aban- 
doned the home of his forefathers and 
turned his face toward the sctting sun. 
Buckhead district was almost depopu- 
lated. To the owners of large estates the 
Situation appeared very serious. Farms 
could not be operated without labor, and 
no labor was available, 

As a sglution of this condition of 
things several énterprising farmers con- 
ceived and inaugurated a movement 
whieh had for its object the division of 
these large estates into small farms and 
their sale to thrifty and provident whits 
farmers, who, it was hoped, could be in- 
duced to emigrate from the less favored 


) sections of the country to these aban- 
doned but fertile and inviting fields, 
where nature had bestowed with prodigal 
hand the richest bounties of her unlim- 
ited storehouse. Advertising matter was 
prepared enumerating and explaining in 
detail the many attractions of this ten- 
antless section—its fertile lands, its be- 
hign and salubrious climate, its pure and 
plenteous waters, its health-giving at- 
mosphere, and a county and state gov- 
ernment that fosters the higiest develop- 
ment of individual character and the 
greatest enjoyment of individual rights. 

This movement to secure rew settlers 
was headed by Hon. Pat McWhorter. 
who pleced in the hands of the unset- 
tled white element of the west an account 
of the many advantages offered to them 
by Morgan county, a land incomparable 
in its resources and far-reaching in its 
possibilities, @& favored section of the 
fairest iand the sun shines on, The re- 
sults were immediate and gratifying. 
There began an immigration of thrifty 
farmers from the north and west, and 
this former section of improvident col- 
ored tenants has been transformed into a 
community of small farms owned and 
occupied by provident white settlers. | 

The transformation has been thorough. 
| The section is now dotted with new and 
well-built homes and the attendant farm 
houses for cattle and farm products. 
Schools and cMurches lave sprung up 
where they were unknown before, and 
these excellent people have contributed 
not only their enterprise, their thrift and 
their substance to the advancemént of 
this section, but their sturdy and honest 
characters as well. Many who were 
willing once to prosecute ‘‘Pegleg” Wil- 
liams now regard him as a messenger of 
providence. The exodus of the black 
man has proved a most fortunate occur- 
rence for the growth of our county ag 
fan agriculturel section and its advance. 
ment in an intelligent and educated citi- 
zenship. This change as a result of the 
exodus of the negroes is more decided 
dn the Buckhead district than in any 
Other section of the county, but extends 
in a less degree to every eection of it. 

Theorists may theorize ard moralists 
may moralize, but if there be a racd@ 
problem in Morgan county ft is fast set- 
tling itself under the inevitable dispensa- 
tion of time, the great pacificator and 
healer. As to where the black man goes 
and what becomes of him is a part oc 
another story. 


CONFLICTING ADVICE TO NEGROES 


Conservative Negro Journal’s wholesome Advice 
as Contrasted With Incendiary Words of 
Chicago Tribune. 


From The Freeman, a Negro Paper 
of Indianapolis, Ind. 

In the interest of racial peace it Is to 
be hoped that it will be a very, very 
long while before such an outbreak as oc- 
curred at Pittsburg, Ga., last week, will 
be repeated. In fact we cannot afford 
to ever have it repeated. Relying on 
newspapers as authority, and that is 
what they are for, to tell the news, the 
trouble is chargeable to colored men. We 
take no pleasure in blaming colored men 
for creating disturbances, nor white men 
for that matter, but the fact of the mat- 
ter is that some of the rece, some of 
these in front, must stand as ready to 
censure those in the wrong as to applaud 
those in the right. We edmit the painful 
fact that we are not quite prepared to 
receive rebuke, no matter as to the 4x- 
tent of the wrong. The spirit of clan- 
nishness is displayed in the wrong direc- 
tion. We stand charged with screening 
criminals of our own kind, except when 
we wish to griminalize. The assertions 
are not altogether fanciful. 

Today, as never before, the country 
looks to the negro press for an expres- 
sion on the ugly situation. What will it 
say? We will not be governed by its 
opinions unless they are confluent with 
our own. We will have no mental reser- 
vation as ‘to what may or may not be 
known, but will, in the language of the 
good old judge, judge according to the 
facts and evidence in the case and on the 
assumption that the evidence fs all In. 

That those colored men set about to 
“do up” an ex-policeman is certainly 
against them. The fearful results fcllow- 
ing could have been avoided by ppace- 
ably surrendering to the officers of the 
law. What may have been in store of 
course, are the mitigating olvcumstances, 
unknown, ‘tis true, but judged by the 
past, perhaps, caused such a desperate 
stand by Will Richardson. 

We, from this distance, viewing the sit- 
uation, believe that had the colored men 
acted more discreetly thtre would not be 
now six or eight men dead, including 
officers of the law, men both Diack and 
white. That the black tzen cange Off So 
well will not tend to lessen thp racial 
friction nor ought it magnify our self 
Zsteem. That we must so often be the 
center ©f such spectacular tragedies is 
not coducive to the welfare of ovr racial 
life in America. Bantsh the day that 
holds in store for us or future genera- 
tions those baleful influences that seek to 
counteract, to neutralize the good by the 
worthy thousands who have nothirg in 
common with the many more thousands 
who wear the world ag ore long holiday. 

Thanks are due to those citizens, those 
prominent citizens, those that must be re- 
lied upon to fashion thought, mold the 
sentiment of communities, for counse)l- 
ing moderation, peace. It is to those 
that the race must turn yet in the hours 
of civil and political depression, relying 
on their conserving sense, their sense of 
justice, right and even pity, as it does 
for its daily bread. For one-third of a 
century is an inexperienced teacher when 
contrasted with the thousand years on 
the other hand.

The negro {s not a bad fighter when 
properly trained, and when led by good 
Officers in whom he has confidence he 
is almost without fear. Wegro pugilists 
and negro soldiers have demonstrated 
that the race fs full of animal passion 
and courage under proper conditions. 
Two of the most significant episodes 
that have occurred in the south of late 
have been the resistance offered by col- 
ored men to attacks made on them by 
officers of the law when it was under- 
stood the negroes were fighting for their 
lives, as probably their arrest would be 
followed by summary execution without 
the forms of law. The negroes sold their 
lives dearly. They made many a white 
man bite the dust. They gave up their 
own lives, but they exacted fn return the 
lives of thrice as many of their pur- 
suers. 

If the negro begins to think that his 
hope of political and social salvation lies 
in the efficient use of the shotgun he 
will introduce a factor in southern poll- 
fics that has long been foreshadowed 
in terror by the white people of that 
section, but which they have done noth- 
ing of late years to avert. The pbrutali- 
ties and atrocities practiced upon the 
negro by some of the white men have 
hardened the hearts of the colored race. 
They are beginning to think that they 
must. fight for their existence. Thig 
business of cutting off noses, ears, 
fingers and toes, burning at the stake 
and “boffing in oil’ negroes who are 
caught and held guilty without the 
forms of law of various offenses has a 
dangerous side to it. It invites retalia- 
tion. NW tends to make tHe colored men 
desperate and reckless. If they ever 
once arm in considerable numbers and 
make up thelr minds to offer organized 
resistance to white oppression they may 
make a fearful account of themselves 
in some quarter where resistance is 
least expected. In the Black Belt some- 
where there may be some mute, in- 
giorigus Toussaint L’Ouverture who may 
lead an =tinsurrection and promote a 
massacre Such a has been feared and 
prophesied in this country. for a hun- 
dred years, but has never come. The 
signs of reviving negro courage contain- 
ed in the desperate resistance to officers 
of the,.law surely are ominous and 
should not be overlooked by the white 
men of the south. 

One thing that has made the friends 
of the negro in the north despair of his 
political future was that he did not have 
the manhood to defend himself and 
maintain his rights even in localities 
where his race was in overwhelming 
numbers. If the negroes, exasperated by 
persecution, insist upon decent, lawful 
treatment, they may exact obedience to 
the laws of the land and observance to 
the usages of civilization in parts of 
the country where it has not been cus- 
tomary to respect such laws and usages. 

The negro armed only with the ballot 
did not prove a formidable opponent, 
The negro endowed with the shotgun 
may be a power to be reckoned with. 
The ballot may be handmaiden to the 


shotgun.

‘OLD CHURCH TO BE SOLD 
AT ONCE FOR $100,000 


LE. P. Black Is the Prospective Pur- 
,, Chaser, and He Will Take Pos- 
. session in Ten Months—Con- 
sideration for New Site 
Is $28,G00. 
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At the first meeting of the quarterly 
conference of the First Methodist church 
last night, on motion of J. R. Nutting, 
it was ordered that the board of trustees 
of the church sell the property upon 
which the church is now located at the 
junction of Peachtree, Houston and 
Pryor streets to E. P. Black for $1,000, 
und on another motion offered by Mr. 
Nutting it was ordered that the board of 
trustees purchase the property now own- 
ed by Samuel H. Venable, situated at 
the corner of Peachtree and Porter place, 
ppposite Ivy street, with part of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the present church 
property. 

The papers in relation to the sale, and 
resolutions confirming it and the pur- 
fhase of the Venable property, will be 
Submitted at another session of the con- 
ference to be held in the church tonight. 

In the event of the sale of the old First 
Methodist church going through without 
further litigation, E. P. Black, the pros- 
pective purchaser, will] pay $15,000 down 
to bind the sale. The use of the property 
will be allowed the church for ten months 
after the date of the sale, and at the 
end of that period the purchaser will 
take possession and the balance of the 
purchase price will be paid. 


The Best Proposal. . 


Many propositions had been submitted’ 


to the committee on purchase and sale, 
but the Venable lot was decided to be 
the better and the most economical. The 
owner has granted the church an option 
wf thirty days on the property without 
charge and the price stipulated is $28,000. 
* The lot is situated in one of the most 
desirable sections of the city. It is sur- 
rounded by fashionable residences and 
‘a number of street car lines will pass 
Ythe door of the new church. 

The dimensions of the lot are 140 by 
210. It begins at the northwest corner 
of Peachtree street and Porter place, 
‘running north along Peachtree street 140 
;feet and 210 feet -west to an alley. There 
%s at present a small one-story wooden 
rbullding on the property, which is occu- 

ied by Scott & Peavy as a butcher shop. 

The sale of the old church will prob- 
‘ably be consumated at once, and work 
wn the new church on the Venable prop- 
erty will be pushed with all possible 
haste. It is believed that it will be one 
wf the handsomest churches in the city.

Scene at Lee’s Home. 

While these sad events were taking 
place in Mount Gilead church yard, the 
home of Millard Lee, the Young man 
whose buuets sent Miss Suttles into 
eternity, waB the scené of a desolation 
that words fail to adequately express, 

The aged father had gone to the city 
to talk with his son, and the bent and 
aged mother was left alone to meditate 
upon the awful crime committed by her 
youngest son. 

She could give no reason for his ac- 
tion, but like every mother she sympa- 
thized with her son and tries to believe 
that his unnatural and brutal crime was 
justifiable. When seen by a representa- 
tive of The Constitution at her home 
yesterday afternoon, she said: 

“I do not know what made him do it, 
but I can’t think that he was wholly to 
blame. The girl egged him on. She 
never treated him right and his mind 
was all torn up about it. 

“He had known ‘her all 
they were in schoo] together when chil- 
dren. He never thought that she loved 
him, but he has loved her a long time. 

“Yesterday when he was here he told us: 
‘I just decided I couldn't live without her 
and I couldn’t bear for her to love any 
one else, so I shot her!’ 

“He has loved her for a long time!” 
continued Mrs. Lee. ‘She never treated 
him right and, as she had other com- 
pany. Millard could not bear the thought 
of her treating any one else better than 
she did him.’’ 

Mrs. Lee talked in this strain for some 
time, but said nothing additional, as she 
constantly repeated that Miss Suttles did 
not treat her boy right, and that it made 
him jealous for her to receive other young 
men. 

After Lee was lodged in jail he told 
s0me one to tell his people to come and 
get him out of this trouble. As soon 
as his father and brothers heard of his 
arrest they dectded to employ counsel 
and do all in their power for his de- 
fense. 

After Lee had talked with his attorneys 
he refused to give otit anything for 
publication and would tell nothing of the 
interview which he had with his father. 

Both Families Prominent. 

The interest taken by the general pub- 
He in this horrible affair has been unus- 
ual, owing to the prominence of both 
the Suttles family and the Lee fam- 
ily. 

Dr. J. M. Suttles, the father of the de- 
ceased young woman, is a physician of 
wide reputation. He has a practice which 
extends into Fulton, Campbell and Cobb 
counties. He is universally respected and 
is one of the most popular men in his 
section. The family has always been 
prominent socially and in all affairs of 
the church and community. 

W. E. Suttles, the eldest son, is a prom- 
inent young attorney of Atlanta, and is 
one of the leading members of the Henry 
Grady Debating Club. Another son, W. 
M. Suttles, has been teaching school in 
Campbell county. 

The Lees have always stood well in 
their community. John Lee, the father of 
Millard Lee, is a well-to-do farmer. For 
many years he ran a public gin and 
threshing machine and so became known 
In all the surrounding community. 

He has several sons, who have done well 
and are substantial and respected citi- 
zens. Millard was never thought of very 
highly by the neighbors, but he has been 
a hard working boy on his father’s farm 
and has never been ‘regarded as a bad 
character. No one who knew him would 
ever have taken him for a desperado, as 
he has a very meek appearance. 

Sentiment Against Lee. 

The people inf the communities where 
the Lees and the Suttles live are almost 
unanimous in the condemnation of Lee 
and do not hesitate to say that the sever- 
possible under the law 
should be administered to him at once. 

They say that they are confident that 
the law will take its course and they are 
willing that this should be so, as they 
expect a speedy trial. People who were 
at the funeral of Miss Suttles vesterday 
were gathered in knots discussing this 
question and no one Was seen who did not 
think that Lee should be punished at 
once, 

They say there was no excuse for the 
crime and the people who know him sav 
there is no doubt about his being sane. 

As the grand jury meets today it is 
thought that it will immediately t&ke up 
Lee's case. There are members of the 
jury who are neighbors of the Suttles, 
family and they will be sure to see that 
the matter is put before the jury. 

The citizens of the community in whica 
the crime was committed are quiet but 
determined in their ofinion that Lee 
should be punished. 


A Peculiar Prophecy. 

A peculiar incident ielated by those 
who attended service after which Miss 
Suttles was slain is that in his sermon 
the preacher, Rev. Mr. Diamond. prophe- 
sied that some of thos: who heard him 
might die before they reached their 
homes. 

He was preaching from the text, “Pre- 
pare To Meet Thy God,” and had spoken 
of the uncertainty of life. He closed his 
discourse with the sentence, “You think 
yQu are strong in your life, but who 
among you knows that your life may 
not be required of you before you reach 
your home?" 

It was only fifteen minutes after this 
when, fired by the jealousy of his re- 
vengeful heart, Millard Lee leveled his 
pistol at Miss Lilla Sutties. Two pistol 
shots rang out over the cony ersation of 
the mingling neighbors, and with a 
piercing shriek Miss Suttles fell in the 
arms. of her father—dead. 

Rev. Mr. Diamond referred to this in 
his talk yesterday afternoon and called 
upon all his hearers to learn a lesson. 
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tles was a member, in speaking of the 
deed which caused the death of Miss 
Suttles, made the statement that he did

It was 
spawned in hell and born of the devil.

“He has said that all things work to- 
gether for good to them who love Him, 
and since He has said so, I believe that 
He will bring good out of this deed, but 
just as sure will He demand just retri- 
bution,” 


How Lee Was Caught. 


After fleeing 14 miles through all the 
long night hours Millard Lee was cap- 
tured by officers and bloodhounds at 
Mabelton yesterday morning at 5 o'clock. 

He surrendered and gave up the. mur- 
derous weapon. His one cry was: “I

loved her and could not help it.’’ 


With pallid face and haggard eyes.the 
Officers found him. The mud of swamps 
and creeks had bespattered his clothes; 
the sweat of agony had tangled his hair 
in unseeming locks upon his brow; his 
lips too tremulous with dread to allow 
him to speak coherently. He was weary, 
dejected and as wretched a specimen of 
humanity as might be seen. 

Fourteen miles away the body of the 
young girl whose bright young life his 
cruel pistol had ended was being pre- 
pared for the grave. He looked out 
across the country over the fields, smil- 
ing under the rays of the May day sun, 
and there was a tremor in his voice as 
he ne_ exclaimed: 


His Only Cry. 

“T loved her and now you can take me 
away and hang me.” 

He seemed at first to be willing to lay 
down his own life since he had taken 
that of another, but later, when told 
that he was safe in the Tower, he ap- 
peared to be more at ease. 

Even aftér being brought to Atlanta and 
locked up in the Tower he was not able 
to make a straightforward statement and 
by the time he had regained his com- 
posure he had held a consultation with 
his attorneys and that debarred any 
further interviews with newspaper re- 
porters, ‘ 

When the murder of Miss Suttles at 
Pen Hill was read in yesterday's Con- 
stitution the people were shocked and hor- 
rified that such a crime should have 
been committed in a holy sanctuary. 
When it was known that the murderer 
had escaped there was but one wish and 
that was for the officers of the law to 
overtake him before he was beyond .P- 
ture. 


Pursuing the Murderer. 

A large crowd started in pursuit of the 
fugitive. Marshal Ryan, of Oakland 
City, was in the posse with his blood- 
hounds. The dogs were put on the trail 
and they followed Lee across woods and 
fields to the Chattahoochee river. Here 
the dogs could follow the trail no farther. 
It was known that Lee had an uncle 
who lived over the river, and the posse 
went to the uncle's farm. There they 
were told that Lee had not been there. 
Near this place the dogs took up another 
trail and were called off when baying in 
the woods. The posse had’ decided to 
hurry on to Mabelton in order to get 
there before the train from Atlanta pass- 
ed. They arrived at Mabelton in time 
to surround the place. They had been 
there but a short time when they saw 
Lee *walk wearily up to the station. 
Walking up to one of the officers he held 
out his hands for the iron cuffs, and re- 
marked: 


Wanted To Be Hanged. 

‘“T have surrendered and you can take 
me out and hang me.”’ 

The pistol taken from him was a 
cheap ‘‘bull dog’’ revolver of .38 caliber. 
Two chambers were empty. 

He was kept in Mabeiton until 8 o'clock, 
when a train for Atlanta was boarded. 
The officers who had him were Deputy 
Jones, Policemen Oliver, Head, Heard, 
Dunbar and Cheshire, Marshals Ryan, 
Howell and Shockley. 

The prisoner talked but little and an- 
swered questions only in monosyllables. 
When asked why he killed Miss Suttles, 
his reply was: 

“I did not go to church yesterday morn- 
ing for the purpose of killing her. It 
all came over me suddenly how hopeless 
my love for her was. I seemed to realize 
that she would never care for me. I

Silent About His Flight. 

An effort was made to get Lee to talk 
about his wild flight through the woods 
Sunday night, but he cnly dropped his 
face in his hands and shuddered. He 
could not talk about the terrible race, The 
memory of the cry of, the bloodhounds, 
mingled with the screains of his dying 
victim silenced the trembling tongue. He 
dared not tell of how he tore like a mad- 
man through the dense swamps, keeping 
away from the open fields and public 
roads. Behind him and on his tracks 
were men and dogs and perhaps a mov 
who would not wait for the tardy law to 
avenge the cruel murder which had 
stained an altar with human blood. He 
must have thought of all this, for he let 
his shaking hands cover his pallid face, 
while a shudder shook his body. 

When seen in the Tower by a reporte™ 
of The Constitution yesterday, the prison- 
er was still too weary from his long 
race and too crushed by the memory of 
the terrible crime to talk. It was a time, 
however, to make a pen picture of a man 
who had walked into a church where the 
echoes of the sacred songs still lingered, 
and because a fair young girl refused to 
allow him to drive her home, } pulled out a 
pistol ard shot. her down to death, shot 
her in the back while she was running 
with outstretched arms to her father for 
protectton. A look at the man who could 
commit such a crime was indeed a study. 

Pen Picture of the Prisoner. 

The picture seen in that cell was 
heightened in its colorings, of course, by 
the environment that surrounds a cap- 
tured murderer, for to it was added the 
weariness of the pursued, the haggard- 
ness of the self-condemred and the re- 
morse of the guilty. 

A young man was seen who looked to 
be about 5 feet 10 inches high, and his 
weight might have been about 160 pounds 
or less. His pale face was clean shaven 
and the sandy hair lay uncombed upon 
a rather low forehead. A pair of small 
blue or gray eyes looked up at you with 
a frightened stare for a moment and then 
dropped. The'linés of the mouth wer 
rather straight and showed an absence 
of any resoluteness...de did not stand 
straight, but there was a slight stoop 
about the shoulders,.jndicating sluggish- 
ness. 

To sum up-all the features that might 
strike a stranger, if it can be said there 
were any striking features et all, Millard 
Lee, the man who slew Miss Suttles in a 
church might be taken for an unc §uth, 
idling country youth wh» had no purpose 
in life, no aims and no ambitions,

URS. HUDSON GETS 
A FIRST VERDICT 


She Was Suing Her Brother's Slayer 
for Divorce. 


CHARGED CRUEL TREATMENT 


Wife Alleged That Husband Threat- 
ened Her Life with Pistol—He 
Dehied. Charge, and Said 
He.Shot Brother in Law 
in Self-Defense. 


When the jury in the supesior court 
brought in a first. verdict for divorce | 
in favor of Mrs. Ruby A. Hudson yester- 
day morning a remarkable tragedy was 
recalled to mind. The affair wag re- 
hearsed in the pleadings of the wife, 
who set forth that the husband whom 
she was suing for divorce had killed her 
brother. 

Mrs. Hudson declared that she and 
Walter Batley Hludson was married July 
23, 1900, and, so shegsaid, they lived to- 
gether less thaw @,week. She charged 
that almost immediately after their mar- 
riage the husband began to mistreat and 
abuse her. Mrs. Hudson asserted that 
he cursed her and on one occasion threat- 
ened her life with a pistol. The wife set 
forth that she was forced to leave home 
for safety and went to her father, who 
was in Waynesboro. 

Further she declared that about one 
month after their marriage her brother, 
Sheffield Harrington, went to her, hus- 
band to remonstrate with him for his 
alleged treatment of her. She stated 
that Hudson drew a pistol and shot Har- 
rington, who died two days later. She 
declared that her brother's death at th? 
hands of her husband so shocked and 
unnerved her as to almost destroy her 
health and peace of mind. 

Mrs. Hudson also declared that her 
husband had never spoken to her since 
she went to her father, and had refused 
to support her. She asked for a total 
divorce on the ground of cruel and inhu- 
man treatment and asked that her maid- 
en name of Ruby A. Harrington be re- 
stored to her. The suit was filed August 
17, 1901, and she was represented by At- 
torneys C. W. Smith and Arminius 
Wright. 

The husband, who was represented by 
Attorneys Rosser and Carter, filed an- 
swer to his wife, suit. He denied that he 
tad ever lived with her, denied other of 
the charges, and, in answer to the para- 
graph concerning the death of young 
Harrington, he said he was forced !n 
self-defense to kill his wife’s brother. 

The case was brought to trial before 
Judge Candler nearly two years ago, but 
was nol prossed, the state admitting that 
it did not. have sufficient evidence to con- 
vict on the charge of murder. The shoot- 
ing occurred at East Point, where al! 
the parties were prominent.

THIS MAN HAS SERVED CITY 
OVER QUARTER OF CENTURY 


OR more than a quarter of a cen- 
i. tury Willis Andrew King has been 

in the employ of the city. Tomor- 
row he will celebrate his fifty-second year 
on earth and the occasion will be appro- 
priately observed at the King home on 
Chapel street. Mr. King is the oldest em- 
ployee in the sanitary department, having 
been an inspector lcng before the board of 
health was in existence. In 1879 he was 
detailed by the board of police commis- 
sioners to do sanitary work and has been 
in that department of the city government 
ever since. At present he is the city milk 
inspector, having been assigned to that 
special work more than a year ago by the 
health board. 

Mr. King was born May 28, 1850, in 
Campbell county, near Fairburn, and 
when 17 years of age moved to Atlanta. 
One year after taking up his residence 
in this city he entered the employ of the 
Western and Atlantic rallroad, then 
known as the State road, and for six 
years acted as baggagemaster and mail 
guard on that road. 

October 12, 1874, he was elected a mem- 
ber of the city police force. Tom Jones 
was then chief of police and Green P. 
Dodd was chairman of the board of police 
commissioners. For five years Mr. King 
served as a patrolman, and then, the 
sanitary condition of the city engaging 
the attention of the police board, he was 
detailed as a sanitary inspector. The 
police board at that time had charge of 
the work of keeping the city clear of dis- 
ease and criminals. 

Mr. King worked under the direction 
of the board of police commissioners until 
1882, when the sanitary department was 
organized. The board of health, which 
then came into being, reelected Mr. King 
to his old position. Captain James W. 
English, present chairman of the board 
of police commissioners, was then mayor 
of Atlanta, and Dr. W. S. Armstrong was 
chairman of the board of health. 

_ About the time the health board was 
organized Mr. King was married to Miss 
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WILLIS A. KING, 
Who Has Been in Service of the 
City for More Than Twenty-five 
Years. 
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Annie C. Cunningham, of Macon. They 
have seven children. Although 52 years of 
age Mr. King is far from what might 
be considered an old man, because of his 
remarkable agility. There are few men 
in the city better or more favorably 
known ‘than he.

FEW CHANGES IN. 
TAX ORDINANCE 


Paper Was Read Before Council for 
the First Time. 


COMES UP NEXT MONDAY 


At That Time Citizens Will Be Asked 
To Give Their Views on the 
Committee Report. 


After the meeting of the tax committee 
yesterday morning, council held a spe- 
cial meeting at 3 o'clock !n the afternoon, 
at which the tax ordinance as amended 
for 1902 and 1918 was ferriedly read for 
the first time. With the exception of 
reading this rather voluminous document, 
no business was transacted and council 
adjourned after a session of about one 
hour. 

The second reading of the tax ordinance 
will take place at the next reguiar meet- 
ing of council, which takes place on Mon- 
day afternoon. At that time the general 
public is invited to be present and sub- 
mit arguments for or against the paper 
as it now stands. 

The amended tax ordinance for the 
ensuing year presents few radical 
changes over the old general ordinance, 
and it is improbable that many objec- 
tions will be made to it. ; 

Among the changes made by the tax 
committee are the following:. Abstract 
companies are decreased from $1 per 
annum to $50; agents negotiating loans 
are increased from $25 to $0 per annum; 
wholesale shoe dealers dncreased from 
$25 to $50; commercial agencies are in- 
creased from $5) to $200 a year; dancing 
teachers are increased from $25 -to $60 
per annum; drays, etc., are increased 
from $20 to $25 per annum; itinerant deal- 
ers in furnishing are increased 
from $% to $0 per annum; all peddlers 
are reduced from $25 to $15 per annum; 
phrenologists are taxed $50 a year; spec- 
ulators in theater tickets will have to pay 
$200 as against $500 per annum, while 
wooden ware dealers will have to pay 
$25 a year. 

As a whole, the report of the commit- 
tee will doubtless be adopted with a few 
immaterial changes. 

During the’ meeting of council, Colonel 
W. T. Moyers, president of the park 
board, invited council to partake of a 
barbecue to be held at Grant park on 
Wednesday afternoon. The _ invitation 
was unanimously and enthusiastically ac- 
cepted.

New York. May 26.—Futures in the local 
market Monday opened steady in tone with 
first prices | to 5 points net lower. This 
was a full response to disappointing advices 
from the English market. The early advances 
in Liverpool were a surprise in a bullish way, 
giving a marked advance in the summer 
months, but just before our opening the whole 
advance disappeared and the foreign reports 
during thé balance of the session were weak 
and irregular. Light receipts and firmness of 
southern spot markets were fer the time 
being offset by the fine crop and weather re- 
ports and the unfavorable English cables. 
There was considerable liquidation of long 
cotton, and this, together with bear selling, 
caused prices to decline quite substantially in 
a number of places. However, at the decline 
there was support, and .the market rallied, 
though in a listless fashion. Statistics from 
all quarters were bullish, but they appeared 
to have been discounted. Local sentiment 
during the greater portion of the day was 
mixed with scalpers inclined to follow the 
bears as a rule. Trading was comparatively 
quiet with commission house buyers of the 
near options and sellers of the more deferred 
futures. The local element was in charge of 
the market for the most part. There was 
some buying for Wall street at the lower 
prices, but on the advances, this element sold 
again, and under the circumstances there was 
little net ehanges.

The address of Mr. Duffy last night was 
along the line of ‘the beneficial results of 
trades unionism and’ was a strong appeal 
to all carpenters tn the city to come into 
the organization. The’ speaker presented 
arguments and facts to demonstrate that 
a trade organization works to the interest 
of both the employee and employer. 

Advocates Arbitration. 

The matter of strikes was referred to 
and Mr. Duffy expressed ‘himself as op- 
posed to them, except in extreme. cases. 
He advocated arbitration as the solution 
of labor troubles, but stated that when 
the employer refused to arbitrate, refused 
to make concessions, or receive commit- 
tees, then it is time for a strike.

JOINT DEBATE 


Would Like To Discuss the Liquor Question With 
Mr. Gyerry Before a Public Meeting--A ppling 


County Ticket Left 


Off Glenn’s Name. 


EV. SAM SMALL has written a card 
R in reply to one from Hon. Dupont 
Guerry, published herewith, in which the 
latter takes Mr.. Small to task for his 
change of views on the liquor question, 
and, in replying, Mr. Small challenges 
Mr, Guerry to meet him in joint debate 
on the subject. Mr.’ Small’s card and 
that of Mr. Guerry make interesting con- 
tributions to the campaign. Following is 
Mr. Small’s reply and challenge to Mr. 
Guerry: 

“Atianta, Ga., May 26.—To Hon. Dupont 
Guerry: I note your published card in 
which you ‘feel, privileged to inform the 
public of the immaturity of the present 
views of my friend Small on the prohibi- 
tion question.’ 

“You, in the main, correctly state the 
correspondence between us in August and 
September last. The proposed impersonal 
iine of campaign was mine, not yours. 
The subsequent speeches I made in Sep- 
tember in several towns of the state were 


for total prohibition. But the more I 
came into touch with actual conditions 
in Georgia the less convinced [ became 
that “state prohibition’’ would serve the 
best interests of this particular common- 
wealth, and I then voluntarily abandon- 
ed its further advocacy. And, when I of- 
fered for a seat In the general assembly 
from Fulton county in March last I an- 
nounced plainly for the maintenance of 
our present local option policy. 

“When I wrote you the letters In ques- 
tion I did not understand the general 
plan of your campaign, as since devel- 
oped, either as to its extra-prohibition 
propositions or your method of making an 
Ishmaelitic assault upon every man, jour- 
nal and class of citizens, from the ven- 
erable General Evans down to even my 
humble self, who appeared to you as ob- 
structions to your ambition. It may sur- 
prise you that I am not in that manner 
of campaign with you, but I congratulate 
myself that I am not. 

“In the speeches I have most recently 
made I have refrained from any personal 
criticism of yourself or your rights of 
opinion. I have known you long and es- 
teem you much. Mr. Terrell I do not 
know personally and never exchanged 
word or writing with him in all. my life. 
Your innuendwes upon my ‘sudden change’ 
are unworthy of you in your saner hours 
and not worthy of replication from me. 

“But since you have chosen needlessly 
to attack me for the exercise of a personal 
right and since you have for months been 
begging for a joint debate with anybody 
on the pike, I feel it is now my opportun- 
ity and privilege to accommodate you. 

“I therefore invite you to meet me here 
in @tlanta on any date prior to June 5 
in a joint discussion of the issue of state 
prohibition y. local option. The arrange- 
ment of details can be made easily by 
our mutual agents, courtesy will be as- 
sured and no bond to keep the peace re- 
quired between us as gentlemen. I will be 
pleased to have your acceptance of this 
nvitation at vour earliest convenience. 
By the discussion we will not need to 
use newspaper wads ard bombard each 
other’s position at long range. Yours 
respectfully and cordially,

I accord to othere the same latitude on the 
whisky question I do upon other questiona and 
I know that there are as good men and bet- 
ter, too, than I am, who do not agree with 
me upon this subject, but under the peculiar 
eircumstances I feel privileged to inform the 
public of the question as*his views when rat- 
urally supposed to be ripe, might have greater 
weight than they are: justly entitled to under 
the circumstances. 

On the 14th of August last Mr. Small wrote 
me from Olean, N. Y., offering me hie services 
in suppe- of my gubernatorial candidacy, fc 
be rendered in a course of lectures <delivere! 
during several months throvghout the state, 
and also offering ‘‘to declare his adhesion to 
my candidacy when I should think It wise for 
him to do s0 should it ever appear so.”’ 

His letter I briefly anewerel to the effect 
that I would be glad for him to advocate the 
kind of prohibition I was eadvccating, but that 
I did not care for him to advocate my -can- 
didacy expressly, but to leave it to the perpte 
to decide who waa for this kind of prohibition 
and who was not. 

With this letter T Inclosed Mr. Small papers 
containing portions of my address which clear- 
ly set forth my present position on prohibition 
and on all other questions contained in mv 
present platform. 

On September 7, ther-ofter. Mr. Small wrote 
me in very hearty concurrence, eaying In his 
letter among other things, after agreeing to 
my suggestion as to the Iine of his advocacy, 
the followine: 

“Yet I feel that everv convert I can win to 
the principle of prohibition and the necessity 
of making it a paramount consideration tn the 
coming gubernatorial election will be a voter 
won for you. I need not again say that your 
position on this question commands my entire 
approval and will cause me to give you all 
the support that I possibly can whenever in 
your judgment I ehould become avowed anid 
active in your support. 

“T am etudying carefully and gathering dili- 
gentiy all the data poselfble to make my ar- 
guments to the people for prohibition as the 
right policy in our state government, as in- 
vincible as possible. I think I shall not fear 
to meet any man in Georgia in open debate 
upon the proposition that prohibition is demo- 
cratic, just, operative and in better accord 
with the majority judgment of the people than 
local option.”’ 

It would be tInjustice if not ingratitude for 
me to fail to say that Mr. Small has on a num- 
ber of occasions, as I am informed, in speeches 
made during the present campaign, advocated 
my candidacy as suggested, {f not also per- 
sonally, by pressing with great eloquence and 
power the principles and measures of proht- 
bition for which I was then contending and 
now contend.” 

I do not question my friend's right to change 
his mind or to aseert his convictions as they, 
exist after such change, and ali of us who are 
old enough very well know that on this great 
subject of prohibition tn Georgia there has been 
growth of favorable sentiment and many 
changes in the minds of men. I was not born 
a prohibitionist myself, though I have been 
one for more than a quarter of a century. .T 
have not been a state prohibitionist longer

than five or six years, and I am therefore well 
prepared to make proper allowances for ap- 
parently norma! evolution upon this subject. 

But in addition to the warning I have given 
the public as to the immaturity of my friend's 
present views, I must also indulge my surprise 
that upon the faflure of the ‘band wagon to 
appear, he has accepted other transportation in 
the opppsite direction. 

We have all heard of “thaving to swap horses 
in the midet of the etream,’’ but this seems to 
be a case of an unnecessary and unexpected ex- 
change, not only of means of transportation, 
but of direction of route. 

This perhaps should be received as a Small 
eye-opener to the people of Georgia among 
many others that are quite apparent.

‘I write to say that I notice that Tom Ea-’ 
son's friends are claiming that the present 
splendid condition of the penitentiary system 
of Georgia is due to the wisdom and manage- 
ment of the present m:mbers of the board of 
prison commissioners. ‘This assertion can fe 
successfully contradicted by the records. Now, 
1 do not aspire to any position whatever, but 
having been one of the chief officials of the 
Georgia penitentiary when the present law 
was enacted.I feel that Mr. Eason’s friends 
and the advocates of his election are in error 
and are claiming honors wh.ch do not belong 
to him nor to the other members of the present 
prison board, but Instead of their having the 
honor for it others should. By reference to the 
report of the principal keeper of the peniten- 
tiary to the governor for the years 1895 and 
1896 and I8Y7 ycu will find th my report as 
principal physician, to the governor, recom- 
mendations which embrace every feature in the 
present law. Compare this report with the 
principal keeper's (who is the chairman of the 
present board) report, and there you will see 
who is responsible for and the author of the 
present system, Then, if the present system 
was inaugurated by the suggestion of officials 
who were in office at the time the present law 
was made, surely Mr. Easem nor Mr. Turner 
nor General Evane should have the honor for 
it, and can’t claim any honor for the passage 
of the law under which the penitentiary is now 
being operated. Even Mr. Turner in his repor: 
does not suggest any plan whatever for the 
new law, except to re-lease the vonvicts. (Se 
his report of 1896.) In that report you will 
see that he does not suggest any law or change 
in the old lease system. But if you will notice 
my report as physician of the penitentiary for 
that year and for the previous year as far 
back as 1895. you will find a warning given 
the governor which resulted in bis calling the 
attention of the general ass«mhiy to the needed 
changes in the penitentiary .gystem. You will 
find that the penitentiary committee acted ac- 
cording to the suggestion of the governor 
(which wes based upon my suggestions) and 
inaugurated the present law. 

‘Now, I do not feel that the present boar 
should have the honor for the present law, a: 
they had nothing whatever to do with the 
making of the law under which the peniten- 
tiary is being operated. Any ovher official 
ean do as well as the present board, as the 
law is so plain that a wayfaring man though 
a fool may not err therein. If you desire the 
records I have and will give them to 
you.”’
